The Methodist Protestant Church throughout its history has 
taken ; a high position on the subject of temperance, and we are glad 
that this Conference has not kept silent on this great evil of intem- 
perance, whose afful ravages are on the increase, and whos inevita- 
ble efforts upon men in all works of life are fearful and destructive, 
beyond description. We therefore reccomend that this Confer- 
ence redouble its energy and press forward in the fight against m- 
temperanc in all its forms and the use of liquor as a beverage its 
most destructive forms among men. 

We praise God for the great progress of the temperance move 
of to day, in the United States and Canada; the year 1907, has 
proven the most remarkable year in .the whole History of the pro- 
hibition moment, in fact in some respects the reform has made 
morenxpparent progress in the last 12 months^ast than m half a 
century proceeding. One year ago, January 1907 there were 
only 3 'prohibition states, Maine, North Dakota and Kansas, with a 
population of 1 800,000. To day there are 6 prohibition states, 
Alabama Georgir, Kansas, North Dakota, Maine and Oklahoma, 
with a total population of 9,145,492. . There are many other states 
where prohibition campaigns are actively under way. We are

Sec 2 Delegates to the Annual; Conference shall be elected 
by the members in good standing and in full membership, over the 
a^e of eighteen years. In circuits, stations and missions, it shall 
be the dutv of the pastor to designate the time and place, and give 
due notice of the election. The election shall be held under the 
direction of the Stewards; and they shall act as judges of the elec- 
tion, and cause the same to be returned to the Fourth Quarterly 
Conference; there to be compiled and consolidated.
